They  and  others  extended  their  purchases  and  settlements 
aa  far  aa  Newport 0  There  was  a  tradition  among  them  that  our 
John  Peckham,  ancestor  of  the  American  Peckhama „  came  of  the 
family  of  John  Peckham s  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  in  1282," 

The  first  Pedigree  furnished  by  the  "Peckham  Genealogy n  la 
headed  by  Hugo  do  Peckh&u9  Constable  (Governor)  of  Tunbridge 
C a title  in  1199 »  This  Pedigree  gives  seven  generations,  but  i* 
not  continuous  or  complete.

Ho  swax-riod  Elisabeth,  daughter 
of  Robert  Badger,  They  had  tho  following  children:

Rav,  Harry  J„  Peckhasn  is  quotes  as  follows: 

5‘ The  Pedigrees  I  and  2  wore  copied  from  a  ■very  old  paper  in 
2iy  pcaesslon*  which  I  imagine  must  have  been  drawn  up  by  Henry 
at  the  Visitation  of  Arms  in  1634 *  to  prove  to  the  Heralds 
College  hla  right  to  boar  arms,0 

In  going  over  these  and  other  Pedigrees*  me  find  tho  follow « 
ing  given  names  frequently  repeated*  from  generation  to  genera-* 
tion*  John*  Henry*  Thomas*  Ann,  Elizabeth,  Jane,  Mary,  apparently 
being  named  after  their  ancestors  and  near  relatives ,  a  custom 
that  was  followed  to  a  certain  extent,  in  America 0 

The  Peckhajfia  were  Anglo-Saxons „  who  came  from  the  Southern 
Baltic  regions*  and  invaded  England  in  the  5th  Century  (1500 
years  ago)  settling  in  what  is  now  the  Counties  of  Essex,  Kent 
and  Sussex*  where  the  Feckhams  were  most  numerous „ 

It  was  from  Sussex  county  that  Archbishop  John  Peckham, 
already  referred  to,  cams  from*  He  was  born  at  Lewes,  Sussex 
County,  England,  in  X210o 

The  following  quotation#  taken  from  his  Church  Register 
will  be  of  interest: 

Mln  the  dim  and  unremembsred  past  of  which  the  Monkish 
Chroniclers  tell  no  tala,  and  of  which  no  records  remain,  an 
Anglo  Saxon  reared  his  dwelling  on  tho  Crest  of  the  North  Downs 
in  Southwest  Kent  and  called  it  Peac  Ham*  for  which  the  English 
equivalent  is  Peak  Rouse  or  House  on  the  Peakc 

nThis  remote  purled  was  before  the  Norman  Conquest  (1066) 
and  before  families  or  persons  had  surnames ,  John  or  James,  or 
Reginald  were  born  to  him  who  dwelt  in  the  Peak  House*  and  were 
called  John  or  James  or  Reginald  de  Peak.-,  ami  after  a  time* 
de  Peek  ham

There  is  no  reason  to  daubt  that  the  family  had  been  per 
inanenily  seated  and  prosperous  for  several  centuries  before 
anything  iw  recorded  of  thorn  ” 

RTh©  Peck hams  had,  before  the  Conquest  (1066),  been  holding 
their  Manors  under  Earl  Leaf  wine ,  a  brother  of  King  Harold,  both 
of  whom  were  killed  at  tho  battle  of  Hastings,  after  which 
William  the  Conqueror  made  hits  half -brother,  Earl  of  Kent,  but 
thin  change  made  little  difference*  and  the  family  continued  to 
pro  » per, 11 
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"Under  the  Noman  Kings ,  Robert  do  Peckham  was  Chaplain  to 
Henry  First*  and  Hugo  de  Peckhaa  was  Constable  (Governor)  of 
Tunbridge  Castle*" 

"In  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  King  John,  Robert  and 
Peter  do  Peekhara  went  on  the  third  Crusade*  and  earns  home  with 
King  Richard  the  Lion  Hearted  from  the  "Siege  of  Acre”  (1191)* 

By  the  middle  of  the  Thirteenth  century  the  Pack haws  had 
become  numerous  and  powerful.  Besides  occupying  the  primal 
manors  of  East  and  West  Pcokhani3  in  the  Pariah  of  Wroth-ham  in 
Kent*  and  the  leaner  of  Peckham  in  the  Parish  of  Had  lew  ,  nearby* 
they  had  extended  into  Suffolk*  where  a  street  in  Bury  Sta  Ed¬ 
monds  la  called  Peckhaa  Street*  and  also  in  Sussex*  around 
Chichester  and  Lewes „M 

” Archbishop  John  Packhaia*  in  hiu  youth  t  went  to  parts  and 
studied  at  the  University  there  under  Stc  Bonaventure »  later  he 
returned  to  Oxford  and  joined  the  order  of  Sir,  Francis*  return¬ 
ing  again  to  Paris*  he  lectured  on  Theology  and  Ecclesiastics, 
and  among  hie  publications  on  these  subjects  are  others  on 
Perspective  and  Mathematics <,n 

"The  fame  of  hie  learning  spread  over  the  Continent  and  ha 
was  invited  to  Rome  by  the  Pope*  and  became  the  first  theological 
lecturer  in  the  newly  founded  Papal  School  in  the  Papal  Palace, 
Hid  lectures  nor©  attended  by  largo  audiences,  including  Bishops 
and  Cardinals  0 

While  thus  occupied  the  then  Arehblsop  of  Canterbury  resigned 
and  Peckham  was  appointed  by  the  Pope  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  he 
was  consecrated  and  assumed  the  duties  of  this  exalted  position 
on  March  12*  1279 

His  numerous  activities  are  recorded  In  the  Dictionary  of 
National  Biography 

He  was  of  an  Independent  and  democratic  nature*  acting  aa 
right  end  justice  dictated,  regardless  of  the  Influences  of 
wealth  and  high  positions  5  not  even  hesitating  to  criticise  the 
act}?!  of  the  King  ,  Ha  died  December  8*  1292, 

Other  Peckham*  appear  prominent  in  early  history, 

Sir  Edmond  Peckham*  born  in  149?,  at  an  early  age  entered 
the  Kings  services,  and  was  almost  continuously  occupied  with 
public  matters  until  his  death  in  1564, 

He  was  knighted  M&y  3*  1542  o  In  1546  he  was  mudo  Treasurer 
of  the  Mint;  in  1547  he  was  assistant  executor  of  Henry  Third's 
will;  in  1549 »  under  Edward  Sixths  reign,  he  was  directed  to 
restore  the  o<d  gold  standard;  in  1555  he  coined  the  pound 
weight  of  slivers  in  1537  ha  was  executor  for  Anne  of  Cloves, 
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lit  and  hj  a  son  Henry,  took  an  active  part  in  the  suppression  of 
Wyatt0 3  Rebellion o 

With  Queen  Majry1Ja  death  his  political  life  ceased  0  Other 
than  that  he  remained  Treasurer  of  the  Mint. 

Sir  Edmond  Peekhao^s  third  son*  George*  succeeded  to  the 
Paternal  estate  of  Denham,  and  was  knighted  in  1570 c  In  1572 
he  was  high  Sheriff  of  Buckinghamshire,  1574  to  1582  he  was 
associated  with  Sir  Humphry  Gilbert,  Sir  Richard  Granville, 
and  others  in  the  discovery  of  “ sundry  riche  and  unknown  lands 

The  following  is  a  partial  copy  of  one  of  the  documents 
relating  to  these  enterprises.,

“Articles  of  Agreement  between  Sir  Humphrey  Gilbert  of 
Compton*  Devon,  Sir  Thomas  Gerrard  of  Brynne*  Lancashire,  and 
Sir  George  Peekhan  of  Denham  Bucks., 

Sir  Humphrey  Gilbert*  for  better  encouragement  of  Sir  Thomas 
Garrard  and  Sir  Geo,  Peck ham ,  and  in  consideration  that  they  have 
adventured  various  Burns  of  money  with  the  said  Sir  Humphrey  to¬ 
ward  ts  hi a  now  intended  voyage  cf  discovery  of  certain  parte  at 
America,  doth  covenant  with  Sir  Thome 3  Garrard  and  Sir  Georgs 
Beckham *  that  they  shall  have  full  power  to  discover  all  lauda 
and  isles  between  Cape  Florida  and  Cape  Breton t  to  occupy,  and 
enjoy  the  same  for  their  own  use  forever,  to  have  any  two  of 
any  four  islands  discovered,  as  well  as  land  on  the  Continent, 
amounting  to  1,500,000  acres  " 

It  will  be  a&an  later  that  these  transactions  took  place 
over  50  years  prior  to  the  coming  to  America  of  our  Ancestor, 
John  PeckhamQ 

Sir  Edward  had  another  eon 9  Henry,  who  was  a  member  of  Par¬ 
liament  from  1552  to  1556 »  having  been  sleeted  four  times , 

In  15569  he  and  many  others  ware  charged  with  treason  to  the 
Grown 9  and  Borne  of  thoru^,  Including  Henry,  were  tried ,  convicted, 
ar:d  executed  .■ 

The  “Genealogical  Record”  mentions  a  till  other  Beckhams  •, 
both  with  and  without  titles*  fcho  took  prominent  parts  in  aorly 
history  and  public  affairs,,

the  Earl  of  Hertford  (aft62vraax'da  Duke  of  Some  rest)  in  1634  d 
Ho  became  esti'angad  from  his  people  through  religious 
differences 8  loft  bis  church  and  become  a  Baptisto 

It  is  supposed*  that  through  hie  relations  with  the  Earl  of 
Hertford^  ho  became  acquainted  with  Sir  Henry  Vans*  imbibed  the 
letters  extreme  religions  ideas ,  and  came  to  Boston  with  him  in 
1634  c 

We  next  hear  from  John  Peekh&m  in  Rhode  Island  in  16  3  B 


In  the  meantime  a  Dr,,  John  Clarke  and  hie  slater  t  Mary  Clark© 
had  com©  over  from  England* 

The  Clarkes  came  from  Westhorpe*  a  small  town  near  Bury -St- 
Edmonds v  Suffolk  County 3  England 9  and  traced  their  ancestor*  bask 
to  abuut  1500,, 

Before  emigrating  to  America*  John  Clark©  was  pastor  of  tno 
Coleman  Street  Baptist  Church  in  London 

Cue  conjecture  is*  that  John  Peckhasna  after  leaving  his  own 
people  and  breaking  evray  from  the  Church  of  England  and  becoming 
a  Baptist,  want  to  London  and  viaited  tho  Coleman  Street  Church, 
and  there  met  Mary  Clark© 0 

Whether  thin  be  bo  or  not,  John  Peokhaia  and  Mary  Clarke  met 
and  were  married  in  A  Ulrica,  and  it  la  prauuited  that  this  event 
took  place  acme  time  during  the  administration  of  Six1  Henry  Vane., 
au  Governor  of  Massachusetts  Colony c 


John  Clarke  become  the  first  elder  of  the  Baptist  Church  at 
Newport,  Hu  I0 

John  Peokhaa  settled  with  others  on  the  Inland  of  AQUIDRECK,, 
or  Rhode  Island 0 


Oil  May  20  {>  1630 ,  his  naxae  appears  in  a  Hat  of  those  who  were 
admitted  an  Inhabitants  of  Newport,,  On  March  16,  16,41  *  he  was 
admitted  a  Freeman e  In  I64&  ha  was  one  of  the  ten  mala  meabora 
of  tho  First  Baptist  Church  of  Newport  in  full  communion <> 

Hia  residence  was  in  that  part  of  Newport  that  finally  became 
Middletown 5,  and  a  stone  marked  nJ0P„n  is  auppoaed  to  mark  his 


grave o 

A  reference  to  hie  will  la  found  in  a  list  of  17  wills  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Court  in  1700,,  by  the  parties  interested, 

It  is  interesting  to  bore  show  how  Rhode  Island  was  first 
colonized*  to  show  the  character  of  the  won  and  women  who  first 
settled  there *  a  point  that  ©very  descendant  of  that  Colony  can 
always  be  proud  of. 

This  fact  cannot  be  better  proven  than  by  the  following 
quotation  from  ilidp&tkws  History  of  the  World* 


to  >Xi/d  !  o*  n  J  :M  tv*n  to  J  :aH  3,  J* 
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wTha  founding  of  Rhode  Island  wss  the  work  of  the  celebrated 
Roger  Williams p  a  young  minister  of  Salem  Village ,  north  of 
Massachusetts  Bay0  To  him  belongs  the  Imperishable  honor  of  being 
first  In  America  or  in  Europe  to  proclaim  the  full  gospel  of 
religioue  toleratioao 

He  declared  to  hie  people  that  the  conscience  of  man  may  in 
no  wise  be  bound  by  the  authority  of  the  Magistrate,  that  civil 
government  has  only  to  do  with  civil  matters,  auch  as  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  taxes,  the  restraint  and  punishment  of  crime  ,  and  the 
protection  of  all  wen  in  the  enjoyment  of  equal  rights, 

For  theat  noble  utterances  he  was  obliged  tc  quit  th®  ministry 
of  th©  Church  at  Salem  and  retire  to  Plymouth 

Finally  in  1634  he  wrote  a  paper  In  which  the  declaration  was 
made  that  the  Grants  of  land,  though  given  by  the  King  of  England, 
were  invalid  until  the  Natives  ware  justly  recompensed 

This  was  equivalent  to  saying  that  the  Colonial  C harbor  v  it¬ 
self  *?as  void,  and  that  the  people  were  really  living  upon  the 
l&ttd  of  the  Indians o 

Great  excitement  was  occasioned  by  this  publication ,  and 
Williams  consented  that  for  the  sake  of  public  paoee  the  paper 
should  be  burned « 

But  he  continued  to  teach  hie  doctrines,  saying  that  compul¬ 
sory  attendance  at  religious  worship *  as  well  a«  taxation  for 
the  support  of  the  ministry,  was  contrary  to  the  teachings  of 
the  Gospel o 

When  arraigned  for  these  doctrines ,  he  crowned  hie  off  ©ri&es 
by  telling  the  Court  that  a  teat  of  church  membership  in  a  voter 
or  a  public  officer  was  as  ridiculous  aa  the  selection  of  a 
doctor  of  physic  or  a  pilot  of  a  ship  on  account  of  hi a  skill  in 
theology  0 

s,(theae  assertions  raised  such  a  atona  in  Court,  that  Williams 
was  condemned  for  heresy,  and  banished  from  the  Colony £, 

In  the  dead  of  winter  he  left  how©  and  became  an  exile  in 
the  desolate  forest  For  fourteen  weeks  he  wandered  on  through 
the  snow,  sleeping  at  night  on  th©  ground  or  in  hollow  trees, 
living  on  parched  corn,  acorns  and  roota0  He  carried  with  him 
one  precious  treasure,  a  private  letter  from  Governor  Wintkrop, 
giving  him  words  of  cheer  and  encouragement 

Nor  did  the  Indians  fail  to  show  their  gratitude  to  the  man 
who  had  so  nobly  defended  their  rights 0  In  the  Country  of  the 
^ampanoags,  ha  was  kindly  entertained 0  Th©  Indian  Chief,  Maoaasoit 
invited  him  to  his  cabin  at  Pokanoket ,,  and  Cnnonlcus,  King  of  the 
Naraganbetts ,  received  him  as  a  friend  and  brother 
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On  the  left  bank  of  the  Blackstona  River ,  near  the  0f 
th©  Naraganaett  Bay,  a  resting  place  was  at  Hast  found.,  th.*  exiiie 
pitched  his  tent,  and  with  the  opening  of  spring,,  planted  a 
and  built  th©  first  house  in  the  village  of  Seebonk, 

Soon  the  information  came  that  he  still  was  within  the  tern 
tory  of  Plymouth  Colony,  and  another  removal  became  necessary.-, 

With  five  companions  who  had  joinod  him  in  banishment  he  em¬ 
barked  in  a  canoe,,  passed  down  the  river  and  crossed  to  the  west 
side  of  th©  Bay„  Here  he  was  safe,  hia  enemies  could  hunt  him 
no  longer o 

A  tract  of  land  was  honorably  purchased  from  Canonicua »  and 
in  June  1636,  the  lllustrous  founder  of  Rhode  Island,  laid  out 
the  City  of  Providence.” 

"The  leader  of  the  new  Colony  was  a  native  of  Wale a ,  born  in 
1606,  liberally  educated  at  Cambridge,  the  pupil  of  Sir  Edward 
Coke,  the  friend  of  Milton „  a  dissenter,  a  hater  of  ceremonies, 
a  disciple  of  truth  in  its  purest  forms,  an  uncompromising  advo» 
cate  of  freedom,  exiled  by  Massachusetts*  he  brought  to  th©  banka 
of  the  Naragansetts  the  great  doctrine  of  perfect  religious  lib¬ 
erty  and  equal  rights  to  all  men* 

If  the  area  of  Rhode  Island  had  corresponded  with  the  grandure 
of  the  principals  on  which  oho  was  founded,  who  could  have  foretold 
her  destiny o 

It  was  among  men  and  women  of  this  character  that  our  American 
Ancestors  mingled  and  sought  a  home,

He  mast  have  followed  this  vocation  for  not  over  three  years  v 
as  we  find  him  leaving  Stonlngton*  Cornu »  on  May  30 ,  1845,  for  a 
whaling  cruise  of  2  or  3  yearn  duration,  on  tha  Ship  Cabinet.  Ho 
had  mastered  the  nathenatloal  features  of  navigation,  and  thought 
that  a  voyage  or  two  would  fit  bin  for  a  cofmnsmdlng  position 0 
His  voyage  took  hire  to  the  Azores*  around  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
through  the  Indian  Ocean  and  Northern  Pacific,  Stopping  on  route 
at  Van  Piemans  Land,  and  various  islands  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,* 

But  whales  were  scare©  and  bad  luck  attended  the  venture,  so  when 
the  ship  entered  Sau  Francisco  Bay  h©  thought  he  had  had  enough 
of  whaling,  and  landed  at  Verba  Buena,  now  San  Francisco,  August 
30,  1646,  absut  on©  month  after  Commodore  Sloat  had  raised  the 
American  flag  at  Monterey., 

Between  that  date  and  the  discovery  of  gold  he  had  mustered
